In the afternoon with a mission 
hymn the meeting was opened.

German Mannerchor 
g ave 
several 
hymns ibefore and between the a d­ 
dresses of which the first was delivered 
by Rev. J. Reinhardt. 
Throug h the various fields of chris- 
t ian work he led us; foreig n and home 
missions and their success was con­ 
sidered in the lig ht of love, to which 
we are called by Jesus throug h the 
Holy Ghost. 
Prof. Sadtler, Ph. D., 
connected his speech with the story of 
King Ifezekiah, how he was afraid to 
die: while, when he recovered by the 
Lord’s word, by showing the messen­ 
g ers of the King of Babylon his treas­ 
ury and thing s of art, 
instead of 
praising the Lord for the deliverance. 
The naiions come and inquire of us 
about the secret of our prog ress in 
life; the open door politic of J'. «S. 
is prog ressing we send out our com. 
morcial connection: also we leave an 
impression upon t hose nations. Speak­ 
er referred to China, Japan, Africa, 
etc., with the rapid spread of Christi­ 
anity, and stated th a t India alone has 
1,520,(XX) students in colleg es and uni­ 
versities, of which many are Christian 
schools. 
An educated man in 
India 
g athered all from ancient tradition, 
literature and iaw, which should be 
better than christanity; but he said 
later t h a t 
it lacks the praises ol 
a Christ. 
There is a doctrine that 
everything is God: th a t even man is 
God, and why then shall a man wor­ 
ship. when himself is to be worshipped. 
A Hindoo said, you come to us with a 
new relig ion, and ours has stood for so 
many centuries long er. 
Yes, if you 
were like your Christ, the whole of 
India would be open to you. 
Like we 
carry our selfish interest let us push 
fort h Christianity. 
An address in the German lang uag e 
by Rev. Reinhardt was very warm 
hearted and his voice reached every 
l>art of the auditorium. 
On home 
missions he spoke in a spiritual way, 
that we felt the necessity of this g reat 
work. 
We can help, we have the 
power, or should it be said of us: 
“ Be­ 
cause of vour unbelieve ye could not.” 
The mission among Israelities is not 
so much known, because it is too new 
for many of us, and yet it is so impor­ 
ta nt , and t he t ime of the Lord’s provi­ 
dence seems to be fulfilled that Israel 
shall come and worship the Messiah, 
as Rev. Xeiling er broug ht before t lie 
audience in the Eng lish lang uag e, and 
those who did not hear him, missed 
something that every Christian oug ht 
to know. 
What has been the m atter 
with us, he said, that we have been 
asleep so long 
We have done much 
which we oug ht not. to have done, and 
have mu di left to do. 
We humbly 
confess our faults.

Israel is without a friend, home, 
constitution, sacrifice; a nation scat­ 
tered among the nations.

nineteen centuries no tire has been 
kindled upon her altar. 
Is Israel’s 
doom forever to remain?

with our Lazarus before our door?
